be occupied by two large churns, one 
heing anew addition to the plant, 
winch together with a new twin cream 
the 
improvements will amount to nearly 
$1,000. The cold storage department 
has undergone great improvements. 
The walls of the room are now about 
twelve inches thick, with three dead 
air spaces. It has a capacity of 40, 
000 ibs. of butter, which is equivalent 
to about 9 car load, but as shipments 
will be made about every two weeks 
to Montreal or Liverpool, this wiil be 
quite sufficient. In future the cream 
and milk will be received at two differ 

ent platforms, and the butter milk 
and skim milk will be pumped into 
elevated vats ut opposite sides of build 

ing. This arrangement will do away 
with a lot of unnecessary handling, and 
will also be a great time saver. When 
the improvements are all completed, 
the station will undoubted'y be the 
most conveniently equipped one in the 
Territories, and although there may be 
others which have cost more, it can be 
safely said that Moose Jaw has the 
model creamery of the North West. 

The capacity of the station will be 
about 3,000 pounds per day, but it will 
not be taxed to this amount, as there 
are only sufficient cows in the district 
to produce 4,000 Ibs. per week. = It is 
expected that the number of cows 
patronizing the creamery will reach 
the 1000 ootch before the clase of the 
season.

In every home and cottage in Italy 
the preserving of tomatoes is carried 
on. Terraces, balconies, and even the 
flat roofs of the houses are half cover- 
ed with plates containing the deep red 
substance. After gathering the toma- 
toes intended for preserving are spread 
out for some hours in the sun until 
the skin has somewhat shrunk. They 
are then passed through a sieve so that 
they may be freed from both seeds and 
skins. As they contain a large propor- 
tion of water, the substance which has 
been passed through the sieve must be 
hung in bags, from which ths water 
exudes, and soon a pool of dirty-look- 
ing water is formed beneath each bag. 
Strange to say, it is in no way tinged 
with red. 

The mixture which remains in the 
bags has the consistency of a very 
thick paste. It is then salted, the pro- 
portion being a little less than 1 ounce 
of salt to @ pound of preserve. ‘Ihe 
process now requires that it shall be 
spread on flat plates, exposed to the 
sun, and stirred from time to time with 
& woodea spoon, so that the upper part 
may not form a crust, wh.le underneath 
it remains soft. It is a picturesque 
sight when the women are to be seen 
flitting about on the roofs and ter- 
races, attending to the deep red pre- 
serve, their colored handkerchiefs flung 
on their heads to screen them from 
the rays of the burning sun when it is 
at its fiercest. In the evening the oon- 
tents of the various plates are taken 
in and stirred up together, for if mois- 
tened by the night dew the whole would 
be spoiled. After being exposed tothe 
sun for seven or eight days, the same 
process being repeated each day, the 
preserve is finished and placed in jars 
for winter use. 

Though it is used by all classes of 
persons, it is more necessary to the 
poor than to the rich, for the latter can 
make use of the fresh tomatoes preserv- 
ed in tins. ‘Tomatoes may be tinned 
whole. But in Italy the fruit is usu- 
ally passed through a sieve, the pulp 
being then placed in tins, which are 
immediately soldered down and then 
put in boiling water for five minutes. 
The cost of a small tin is half a franc, 
so it is as a rule beyond the means 
of the poor.

RUSSIA AND THE ALLIES, 


Commingling ef Treeps—Anm {Interesting 
Iuctdent ef the Crimean War. 


The friendly intermingling of Rus- 
sian soldiers with the troops of the 
allies in the Crimea during the burial 
truce after the great sortie, and on 
some other occasions was an interest- 
ing but by no means unaccountable 
feature of the campaign. A _ corre- 
spondent of the Avenir Militaire, 
with the view of showing that there 
was no international antipathy be- 
tween the Russians and the French 
at the time, but rather the contrary, 
gives an account of what occurred 
during the cavalry operations of Gen. 
d’Allonville, near Eupatoria, at the 


end of September, 1855. On the 29th 
of the month, the general, after a good 
deal of manoeuvring, succeeded in sur- 
prising a considerable body of Russian 
lancers and Cossacks, with horse artil- 
lery, in the ravine of Kanghil, and gave 
them a severe defeat. the next 
day, when the cavalry were in bivouac, 
there was an alarm, and the approagh 
of a Russian detachment was report- 
ed. A captain, who proved to have lost 
most of his men during the fight, ad- 
vanced before the Russians, waving a 
white handkerchief. He was welcomed 
and said he had brought a sum of 
money for the comfort of his men who 
had been captured, and especially for 
his orderly, from who he greatly re- 
gretted to be parted. He further ask- 
ed to be allowed to shake the hand 
of a young officer lately joined who 
was 8 prisoner, and an affecting scene 
followed between the two. French and 
Russians then, we are told ate bis- 
cuits, clinked their glasses, and warm- 
ly shook one another by the hand at 
parting. They even exchanged cards 
and promised to renew the acquaint- 
ance, The circumstances, says the cor- 
res dent, were well known to the 
officers of the three French regiments, 
and were examples of a courteous 
feeling which prevailed between the 
enemies, “save always the English.” 
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DISTANCES OF THE STARS. 


Errers Recently Corrected, Long Accepted 
Regardieg Astronomical Estimates. 
Great interest has been created in 
astronomical! circles by some of the re- 
sults reached by Prof. Simon Newcomb 
in his more recent investigations. One 
of these is that astronomers have been 
overestimating the distances of the 
stars; and the other that our universe 
has after alla fairly weN defined lim- 


it. The first of these conclusions 
Prof. Newcomb bases on an idea that 
the stars which are calied the smalier 
ones, because they are less bright, may 
not be large stars at a very great dis- 
tance, but perhaps smaller or dimmer 
ones nearer at nd The old idea 
is familiar to all, namely, that all the 
stars are of the same brightness, and 
that the fainter ones are at a very 
much greater distance from us than 
the bright ones. This theory, however, 
has been weakenec by later discover- 
ies, such as, for example, that Sirius 
has a companion whose light, if equal 
surface be considered, is but a frac- 
tion of that of its principal; and as- 
tronomers have come to recognize dim 
stars, or even dark ones, like the com- 
—— of Aigol, about which so much

“After much questioning | conclud- 
ed he was not normally conscious at 
the time of the theft. He was prac- 
tically at the time a second person, 
moving about automatically and under 
the iniluence of sugyestions which 
would not be effectual in his full con 
scious state. In other words he woud 
be in a partial staie of sleep, simi- 
lar to that of sleep-walking, and when 
arrested would be more or less con- 
fused for a time more or less brief, 
and so might appear to lie in the ef 
fort of exonerating himself.

A German sugar trust has been form- 
ed at Berlin with the outspoken ob- 
ject of raising prices. A syndicate wil} 
control all sales, and will begin by 
hoarding a certain centage of the 
sugar made, It will fix an interna- 
tional market price below which Gere- 
man sugar shail not be sold. 

On the marble steps of a peasant’s 
house on the isiand of Salamis have 
been found two lines of the epitaph 
composed by the poet Simonides for the 
Corinthian soldiers who fell in the sea 
fight, carved in Corinthian characters. 
It is hoped that the burial place of the 
Corinthians may soon be found. 

Mr. Faithful Hegg, M. P., suggests 
the incorporation in the royal arms of 
England of “‘a double-headed lion pas- 
sant guardant, the heads crowned, one 
for India, the other for the colonies,” 
as a suitable way of marking Queen 
Victoria's long rego by “drawing the 
outiaying portion of the empire more 
closely together.” 

«A method of precipitating zinc in 
aqueous solution in the shape of dense 
plates of commercial thickness by 
means of electricity has been found at 
the zinc works at Duisberg in Germany. 
‘Ibe process, which is kept secret, was 
discovered by Prof. Dieftenbach of Dar- 
mstadt. The economic difficulties in

The prices are 25 cents, 
WS cents, $1.50 or $1.25 per sermon, ac- 
cording to the course selected, the dis-

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CURRENT NOTES. 


The great growing power of pleasure 
must be admitted by every careful stu- 
Gent of the tendencies of the times. 
The inoreased and constantly increasing 
supply of the means of excitement, self- 
indulgence, and social dissipation is a 
distinguishing feature of our genera- 
tion. In modern society amusement is 
more and more coming to be regard- 
ed as one of the supreme ends for which 
men live. The old ideals of Puritanism, 
which emphasized the grandeur and 
seriousness of living, are rapidly giving 
place to the worship of the Epicurean- 
ism that would measure the days by 
the pulsations of pleasure they bring. 
Things must have reached a crisis when 
they call forth a protest from a phil- 
eosopher as broad in his tolerance and 
sympathies as John Morley. That far 
from straitlaced thinker and writer ex- 
pressed, in a recent speech, the fear 
that the young people of this gener- 
ation are inclined to take their amuse- 
ments too seriously and the business of 
life too highly. Hxhilarating exer- 
cise was not depreciated by him. On 
the contrary, he declared that he could 
view with delight the whole population 
of the country, male and female, old 
and oung racing about on bicyycles, 
if only they would observe due laws 
of moral proportion, and reserve their 
main energies for duty. 


Here the man who persistently pains 
Christians by spelling the name of 
God with a little g joins hands with 
ministers of the guspel in calling at- 
tention to that lack of moral propor- 
tion in pleasure-seeking which is de- 
basing the higher life of our genera- 
tion. Amusement men must and ought 
to have. ‘In the rush and roar of liv- 
ing there must be a restful pause in 
which the worker can find that recrea- 
tion which will fit him for renewed ac- 
tivity. Every young man should have 
his favorite pastime—his baseball, foot- 
ball, golf or cycling—but it should be 
kept in its place and not be allowed 
to become the business of life. Main- 
taining strength of body and mind in 
vigor is a duty, but it is a duty which 
ought ever to be subordinated to oth- 
er and higher duties—duties to our 
spiritual self, to our fellows, and to 
our God. To emphasize amusement as 
the chief concern of life is to sell our 
birthright for a mess of pottage, and 
to renounce the crown of manhood for 
the sensuous gratifications of a mere- 
ly animal existence. 


Latest accounts of the plague in 
Western India show that sanitary! sci- 
ence, though able to diminish the numb- 
er of victims of the disease, cannot 
check its spread. It has already become 
firmly seated in Karachi, the great sist- 
er port of Bombay, in Poona, the Mah- 
tatta capital, and in many _ smaller 
places, and the flight of the 
panic-stricken people into other towns 
and the country is certain to carry it 
atill farther. The exodus from Bombay 
has reduoed the population more than 
one-half, and in the failure of thor- 
ough cleansing by water to remedy in- 
sanitary conditions, the expediency of 
isolating the city, and even of resorting 
to the usual sanitary agent in Asiatic 
cities, purification by fire, ig being dis- 
cussed. ‘The discovery that the smaller 
domestic animals, rats and even ants 
suffer from the pestilence, and: so dif- 
fuse it everywhere, renders it quite pos- 
sible that the native quarters may have 
to be burned to the ground if it is to 
be thoroughly stamped out. This is 
being done by districts in Karachi, and 
though public sentiment is not yet pre- 
pared fori tin Bombay, if the city is iso- 
lated and the plague continues to spread 
opposition to so drastic a remedy may 
disappear. The mad flight of the popu- 
lation, Moslem and Hindu, both, fatal- 
ists in a way, the former ‘holding that 
they should submit to any affliction 
plainly sent from above, thei latter ac- 
cepting disease as the punishment for 
the sins of a previous life, show that 
religious scruple has given way before 
terror. In this condition any remedy 
may be tolerated, and the native quart- 
ers, largely built of mud and filth re- 
taining materials, may be cleansed with 
fire, and rebuilt, on a better plan, the 
natives meanwhile being camped out in 
the suburbs. 


Much attention is being given to pre- 
venting the entrance of the pestilence 
into Calcutta, in which, owing to the 
situation and the difficulty of proper 
sanitation, the disease would be far 
harder to combat than in either Bombay 
or Karachi. A considerable portion of 
the city stands on swampy soil, pollut- 
ed with the filth of years, and its sew- 
age is pumped into a swamp which at 
times backs up close to the suburbs. 
The native population is densely packed, | 
their wards averaging probably 65,000 | 
to the square mile, and one of them! 
exceeding 144,000, the crowding being | 
eo great that cleanliness and ventilation | 
are in the majority of the houses impos- 


sible. The destruction and rebuilding 
of the denser wards ia felt to 
be an essential condition to any 
improvement, though even then the) 
poiluted soil and the miasmatic ‘swamp 
on the city’s outskirts will remain as 
“nogence breeders and aids to disease. | 
‘he chief cause of dread inthe general 
@ituation, is, however, the close rela- 
tion between the plague and famine, 
the former depending in all history for 
its spread ‘upon poverty and insuffici- 
ent food; and it is now officially admit- 
ted that 81,000,000 of people in India 
are suffering from or threatening with 
ecarcity. ‘ government is doing, 
and will do everything it can for their 
relief, but many thousands must die of 
famine and fever, dysentery, and other 
diseases which always follow famine, | 
will kill many thousands more. In; 
thie condition, one shudders to think | 
of the awful mortality which must en- | 
gue should the plague secure a firm 
footbolé t the worst famine districts.

FEEDING VALUE OF GRAIN. 


The various grains produced on the 
farm have a low value now when sold 
in their gross form. A man may haul 
thirty bushels of corn to town in somd 
parts of the country, and take back 
but about three dollars for it. The 
worth of his time, labor and team, is 
equal to half of this, and usually more. 
When the labor of caring for the crop 
and gathering is considered, the corn 
grower has nothing whatever for the 
use of his land. The condition is de- 
plorable in the case of the renter who 
must give one-third of the crop ,to hia 
landlord. 

The growing of corn and oats west 
of the Missouri river is therefore not 
at all profitable, if produced with the 
intention of selling it outright. The 
farmer must plan: to reap the manu- 
facturer’a profit by feeding it out on 
his own ground. It is ordinarily esti- 
mated that twelve bushels of corn fed 
in the wasteful way on the average 
farm sbould produce 1C0 pounds of pork. 
This means more than 20 cents per 
bushel for the corn, at the average | 
price of gross pork during the past 
six months. ‘ 

It is true that the farmer’s labor 
is increased to take care of the hogs. 


It is also true that the hogs furnish 
employment to the farmer. If the 
farmer produces 1,200 bushels of corn, 
and by feeding it to his stock secures | 
$120 additional for it, this means $10 
per month for tne year, payment for 
his pains which should not amount to 
more than cue-fourth of his time. This} 
estimate, however, is but an exceptional | 
one. ‘The very careful stock grower | 
will realize double this amount on an! 
average with all kinds of meat pro-| 
ducing stock, as average returns dur- 
ing any period of ten years. The worth 
of the grain is not to be computed from 
the direct returns which follow feed- 
ing it out. The combination of grain 
in moderate amounts with hay, fod- 
der and other rough foods gives the 
grain usually a much enhanced value. 

Besides this, a judicious mixture of! 
several kinds of grain usually forms! 
a ration which yields greater returns | 
than any single grain alone. There is! 
further economy in feeding a arti | 
cular grain at a certain stage the 
animal's growth. During a considera- 
ble part of the summer and autumn, 
it is econcmy to feed no grain what- 
ever to some of the stock. Again, un- 
der other circumstances, it is the) 
poorest economy to neglect feeding 
plenty of grain. In winter, when the 
weather is below zero, nearly every 
domestic animal sbould have a moder- 
ate ration of the most condensed form 
of one or more of the grains produced 
on the farm. The animal! nature calls 
for fuel to maintain the heat of the 
body at this time. 

A considerable waste of flesh and 
vital energy fallows a neglect to sup- 
food. Buildings 
and proper shelter from the win 
form a substitute in part for heat-pro- 
ducing food. In the milder climate, in 
winter, plenty of dry hay or other pro-; 
vender tends to balance up the ration | 
of grazing, roots, vegetables, etc. In} 
the frosty weather the animals will | 
find consideratde worth in the dry! 
food whatever it be, and this dry 
food may be used as a substitute for 
corn or other grain when such con- 
densed food is not available. 

The farmers who can in no way pro- 
vide stock to consume their grain 
should make every possible exertion to 
carry over for another vear as great 
a portion as can be beld, as there is 

bility of much better value with- 
in the coming twelve months. .

GRASS INCREASES FERTILITY. 
The desire to cultivate as much land! 


possible in order to get as much, 
oo Esmible fromm it bes led 


to general | 


neglect of meadow and pasture lands, 
says an eastern writer. Only when it 
was found that the soil had lost so 
much of its fertility that it would not 
pay for cultivating was it seeded down 
and left to grow up with such herbage, 
both weeds and grass, as nature pro- 
vided. The result is that most of the 
land now in grass is by that very fact, 
discredited as being presumably good 
for nothing else. Yet there is in all 
grass jand a constant tendency to in- 
crease in fertility. It is so even when 
the land is left to grow up with weeds 
and bushes. These shelter the surface, 
hold the leaves that fall on the land 
from being blown away. The decom- 
position of these leaves gradually builds 


up the soil, and to this must be added 
the excrement from the animals fed 
on the herbage which the soil is still 


able to grow. The writer quoted above 
‘| gays: 


Usually when the improvement of 
grass land is determined upon, the sod 
to be turned under and rot, is regarded 


as an important part of the soil as- 
sets. Improving the land as meadow 
and pasture by maturing it and still 
keeping it unplowed is hardly ever 
thought of. ct im most cases this 
grass land, is, even with manure, not 
quite rich enough for profitable crop- 
ping, the experimen: is worth trying 
of applying it euch manure as can 
be had and see what the increased 
Grass or hay product will be worth. 
This is done successfully in England. 
Why may it not be also in the older 
ae of this country # The demand for 

vy is generally good in all eastern 
cities. Will it pay to fertilize grasa 
lands so as to make the raising of hay 
profitable? If it will not pay to main- 
tain fertility in grass land the logical 
sequence is that all hay or grass ta- 
ken from it helps to reduce fertility 
so that the soil will be worth nothing 
for the production of any kind of crop- 

It is likely that in the future, as In 
the past, most of the hay crop in this 
country will be produced in the yeara 
when the rotation between cultivated 
crops and grass requires that the land 
be seeded. Our climate is not moist 
like that of England. Hence it can- 
not keep a good sod many years with 
out plowing and reseeding. This also 
is so much the best for cultivated land 


|that there need be no fear that the 


rofits for cultivated crops will lessen 
he amount of land in grass that there 
will not be hay enough to feed with 
grain and coarser fodder, nor that it 
will fail to be supplied at reasonable 
prices. 


BEST BREED FOR THE DAIRY. 


One of our readers asks which is the 
best breed for butter and milk. There 
are people who can give direct and un- 
equivocal answers to all such questions, 
says Hoard’s Dairyman, but the trouble 
is they do not agree. One says the Jer- 
sey, another the Holstein, a third the 
Guernsey, and anotber will name you 
Shorthorns, Red Polls, Ayrshires, etc. 
These men are, as a rule of equal cred- 
ibility and presumably of equal intelli- 
genre and information. But this in- 
formation runs in different directions 
with the different individuals. The man 
who recommends one breed to the exclu- 
sion of others is usually more or less 
ignorant of the others, or is prejudiced 
against them. 

If there is any best breed for both 
milk and butter, we do not know which 
it is. The impartial and most authen- 
tic records seem to show that the Hoi- 
steins produce miik more cheaply than 
the others, and that Jerseys and Guern- 
seys produce butter at less cost for feed; 
but it is within the observation of al- 
most every man that the best cows in 
almost any breed are iniinitely better 
than the poorest in other breeds. The 
advice usually given by the men in 
whom we have most confidence is that 
aman should adopt such one of the 
dairy breeds as he most inclines to, 
and this for the reason that it is human 
nature to be most friendiy and consid- 
erate towards those animals that fill 
our eyes with greatest satisfaction ; un- 
less a man can put himself in complete 
rapport with his stock it will not do 
its best. It is our opinion that there 
is quite as much room ior choice with- 
in any breed as there is between breeds, 
and hence that it is not enough to 
adopt a particular breed. Be gure to 
get animals of a distinctive dairy form 
aad temperament, see that they have 
the incurving thigh, the high, arching 
flank, the rising pelvic arch, the clear 
eye, and general make-up that denotes 
high courage and endurance.

THE RIVER THAMES. 


If the plans now under way are car- 
ried out as anticipated, the great work 
of widening and deepening the River 
Thames will before long be an accom- 
plished fact, and the commercial im- 
portance of that river thereby greatly 
increased. It being clear to the au- 
thorities, on extended examination and 
consultation with engineering experts, 
that a twenty-six foot channel was re- 


quired for at least nine-tenths of the 
shipping, it was decided that the work 


should prosecuted, to be done solely 
by dredging. According to this plan, 
there will from Gravesend up the 


river as far as Grayford Ness, opposite 
Harfleet, a channel width of 1,000 feet 
and a minimum depth of twenty-four 
feet at low water, spring tide, while 
from Grayford Ness to the Albert docks 
the width is to be about 500 feet and 
the depth twenty-two, and from the 
latter to the Millwall Docks there wih 
be a channel at least 300 feet wide and 
eighteen feet deep. 


ROYAL RIGHT OF PARDON. 


As a result of the visit of Czar 
Nicholas to France 402 persons were 
released from prison. When Francis 
I. ruled over France Charles V. of 
Engiand passed through the country. 
The French ruler extended the royal 
prerogative of mercy to his disting- 
uished visitor and it was used several 
times, once to save the life of a poor 
wretch sentenced to be hanged for 


‘catching frogs in the moat of the cas- 


tle. The English monarch, however, 
refused to again exercise the right af- 
ter becoming a guest of the palace.

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SUGGESTIONS TO HOUSEKEEPERS. '°04- 


If you want to use celery in & 8a- 
Jad and haven't any strip the center 
stem out of a head of cabbage and 
soak it in ioe water. Cut into dice, 
then pour celery extract over it. Or, 
if you haven't the celery extract, use 
celery salt, or celery vinegar. 

To fry bacon so that it is crisp and 
delicate, fry it over a hot fire, in & 
pan so large that the slices do not 
touch; turn the slices every minute or 
two till they are nicely browned on 
both sides, then take out upon coarse 
wrapping paper and piace in the oven 
@ minute (still on the paper). ‘This 
makes them crisp and nice. Never serve 
bacon in its own grease. : 

if you wish to be sure the meringue 
you are going to put on top of your 
lemon pie of your pudding will not 
fall, be yarticular to beat in the 
sugar thoroughly. Many think that if 
the egg is beaten to a stiff froth it 
is sufiiciently to just stir in the sugar.

It is not wise in the belief that oat- 
meal is an extremely valuable article 
of food to persuade children into eat- 
ing it in quantity by the addition of 
plenty of sugar or syrup. When oat- 
meal is eaten in quantity, especially 
if disposed of hastily, it is not rap- 
idly digested,” but may lie heavy on 
stomach for hours, and even when eat- 
en in lesser quantity, to the exciusion 
of other food is likely to occasion what 
is calleda “logy” feeling,as of surfeit 
or repletion. Oatmeal is apt, by its 
bulk, to remain in the alimeniary canal 
in a more or less homogeneous mass, 
and may occasion flatulence, waier 
brash and sour eructations as the re- 
sult of fermentation. 


TEACHING BY EXAMPLE. 


It is easy enough to preach, but to 
practice what is preached is quite an- 
other thing, and something which is 
rarely done. Some one who knew bet- 
ter, but who probably followed this 
rule, said, ‘‘ Preach what you think is 
right whether you practice it or not.” 
This may work if the preacher deals 
only with those who are strangers to 
him, but in the home where parents are 
the leaders and teachers of their chil- 
dren, such a state of affairs, can never 
exist, or, if it dues, the children do not 
profit by the preaching. Children will 
do as their parents do. They are great 
imitators, and for that reason the ex- 
ample set them should be beyond re- 
proach. 

If little ones are told a dozen times 
a day that it is wrong to quarrei,or 
be impolite to each other, it will avail 
for naught if mother and father quar- 
rel and disagree. If the young boy sees 
his father whip or be in any way cruel 
to the animals about the premises, he 
will naturally follow that example. It 
is sad to see how crue] many little 
children are to their pet animals. One 
would almost conclude that in their 
home no kindness or regard were ex- 
ercised. And yet the parents witness 
these cruelties perpetrated without cor- 
rection. All children are not natural- 
ly kind, but that trait must be cultiv- 
ated if theyareto grow up gentle and 
humane. 

It does not take much for a child to 
learn wrong. A little deceit on the 
part of the parent, a little untruth or 
pretense i3 easily grasped, and when 
the children manifest anything of the 
sort the parent is shocked and prob- 
ably does not understand how they ever 
learned. The _ responsibilities of a 
mother or father are too serious to be 
thought lightly of, for as the twig is 
bent, so wiil the tree grow.

| STEERED BETWEEN LIGHTS. 


| Hew a Warship Crashed Info an Auchered 
Scheoner—A Narrow Escape. 

What narrowly escaped being s very 
Serious catastrophe occurred last week, 
‘when the Blenheim ran into a deeply- 
laden French five-masted ship named 
|La France. The Blenheim had left 
‘Sheerness on Sunday to join the Chan- 
‘mel fleet at Portland. She was de- 
,layed some 24 homrs at the former 
place by snowstorms, and was proceed- 


jing at thirteen knots at the time ofthe 
' 


accident. La France was lying at 


j anchor four miles south-west of 


i Dungeness, with bow and stern lights 


right in the track of vessels passing up 
and down the channel and is not usu- 
ally resorted to as an anchorage. It 
Was a very cold night, but clear, and 


the lights of the French ship were 
ainly made omt on board the Blen- 

im, but the outline of the ship was 
not distinguished. and owing to her 
great length the lights of La France 
were taken to be those of two fishing 
boats. 

On this assumption it was deemed to 
be a perfectly safe course to steer be- 
tween the jights. The captain of the 
Blenheim, her navigating officer, and 
the officer of the watch, ‘were all on 
deck when, shortly after 9 o'clock, the 
farm of the French ship was made out.
